dynastic argument present-day Bonapartists center their hopes on 
Jerome's heir. 

The presence of the Crown of St„ Stephen in the United States 
has been the topic of numerous recriminations between the American 
and Hungarian governments — though one wonders what either party 
wanes with it. Who, by the way, presently owns the Crown of 
Monomakh? And what happened tc the original English regalia during 
the Commonwealth?
